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US will try to get UN resolution implemented 

Gulf war will end 
soon: Walters

THE US Ambassador to the 
United Nations, . Vernon 
Walters, has expressed hope 
that the Iraq-Iran war will 
end soon because “the people 
of both countries must be 
tired of the conflict-’' 

He pledged further US efforts 
towards implementing the UN 
ceasefire resolution. 

Walters was speaking at a 
news conference before leaving 
Kuwait for Oman. 

“I wouldn't say that I have a 
real indication that the war is 
drawing to an end but 1 am an old 
soldier and ,1 know what war is 
about. War is one thing in the 
capital, it is another thing m the 
trenches.'' said Waiters, who 
held the rank of general in the US 
Army. 

Stress 

He.said the Gulf war figured 
prominently in the wide-ranging 
and useful discussions he had 
with HH the Amir, HH the 
Crown Prince and Prime Mini- 
ster. the minister of state for 
Cabinet Affairs and the under-, 
secretary at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

His visit to Kuwait, his first to 
the Gulf state, forms part of a 
Mideast/and Gulf tour which 
includes visits to all the countries 
of the region except the two . 
Yanens. 

He stressed the UN Security 
Council resolution 598 calling 
for the ceasefire in the Iraq-Iran 
conflict is not dead and pointed 
out that the US will never a ban-

“We will work hard and ear- 
nestly and urge all our friends to 
help us get the second resolution 
on the embargo if Iran does not 
accept 598,” Walters said. 

He indicated that President 
Reagan would attempt to enlist 
Soviet support for the embargo 
resolution during his visit to 
Moscowat the end of this month. 

Walters said that Tran’s 
Parliament Speaker Hashemi 
RafsapjatM,-- twho... recently 
declared that Iran was at war 
with the US, is given to great 
'exaggerations. 

He added that the US prefers 
to keep Iran worrying about 


what would be a sufficient 
provocation for the US to con- 
sider itself at war with Iran. 

He said he was unaware of any 
proposed deal for the release of 
American hostages held in 
Beirut. 

“We don’t believe that the way 
you do things is to bargain with 
the terrorists and in no way will 
the Uni ted States ever bring pres- 
sure of any kind in that 
troublesome area lyion tbe 
Kuwaiti government,’ said Wal- 
ters. The American hostages are 
held by Shi'ite Muslim militants 
who demand the release of 17 
terrorists held in Kuwait. 

Discussions on hostages in 


public, he said, could harm their 
safety. “We should think of the 
hostages always, we should 
speak much about them in 
private but not often in public. 
The less one talks about it the 
safer they are.” 

Commenting on the reported 
threat by Hezbollah in Beirut to 
kill the hostages in the event of 
Syrian troops penetrating into 
the suburbs in southern Beirut 
Walters said: “It is a savage 
statement. I hope they will not be 
insane and do something like 
that. Such an action would 
obviously have consequences." 

He later arrived in Muscat, the 
Omani capital.

Iraq rejects British protest 


BAGHDAD, May 23. (Agen- 
cies): Iraq has rejected a British 
protest over an Iraqi air raid in 
the Gulf in which the British-flag 
tanker Burmah Endeavour was 
set on fire, the official Iraqi News 
Agency IN A reported today. 

.The agency issued texts of the 
British "government protest, 
delivered to the Iraqi embassy in 
London on May 1 /, and Bagh- 
dad's reply two days later. 

Britain described the attack on 
the Burmah Endeavour as 
premeditated, unjustified and 
illegal: It said it clearly breached 
the UN Security Council resolu- 
tion last July which ordered a 
ceasefire in.thelran-Iraq war and 


was accepted by the Iraqi govern- 
ment. 

Iraq replied that the ship was. 
in “an area of war operations 
within Iran’s territorial waters, 
which means that it was dealing 
and cooperating with Iran to 
re vi veits war economy ... to con- 
tinue the aggressive war against 
Iraq.’* 

■ The Burmah Endeavour was 
hit on May 14 in an Iraqi raid on 
Iran's Larak oil terminal. The 
Iraqi jets also damaged the 
world ’.s biggest tanker, the 
564,739-tonne Liberian-regis- 
tered Seawise Giant and two 
other tankers. 

Tbe British government said it 


reserved the right to claim com- 
pensation for casualties, damage 
and expenses resulting from the 
attack on the Burmah 
Endeavour. 

Iraq said it was not liable for 
the consequences of legitimate 
war operations. 

International law allowed 
Iraq, as party to an armed con- 
flict with Iran, to carry out war 
operations against ships 
cooperating with the enemy, it 
said. 

Iraq warned today it may 
launch fresh offensives against 
Iran ifTehran continued to reject 
a peaceful settlement of the Gulf 
conflict. 


RAWALPINDI, May 23, 
(UP I): President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq, who seized power in 
a coup nearly 1 1 years ago. said 
today he would step down as 
Army chief by March 1990, but 
he raised the possibility of seek- 
ing another term as President. 

In an interview, Zia also said 
he was encouraged by Muslim 
guerrilla successes in Afghanis- 
tan since tbe Soviet withdrawal 
began May 15. Zia held out the 
possibility that Pakistan might 
recognize a provisional rebel 
government even before, the 
expected fall of the communist 
regime in Kabul. 

The 64-year-old Army chief, 
the architect of a civilian govern- 
ment that has emerged since he 


lifted martial law in 1 985, said his 
purpose for retaining control of 
the military would be served by 
1990 and that he would then 
hand over authority to “the next 
man.” 

By 1990. Zia said he would 
have provided “a little boost" to 
tbe ruling party “‘to give them 
sustainability and some strength 
... so they don’t have to worry 
about a fourth martial law. 
another military coup or some- 
thing like that.” 

It was the first time that Zia 
has set a date by which he will 
surrender the military post — a 
position the opposition has 
demanded he relinquish, saying 
it is incompatible with the largely 


ceremonial role of President. 

"There's a phase which fini-. 
shes in March 1990.“ Zia said. 
“I've not given thought of what 
(lies) beyond 1990. But one thing 
is certain. I will not be in uniform 
beyond 1990. Whether I am the 
President or not is a ditTerem 
story." 

Zia’s critics, including opposi- 
tion leader Benazir Bhutto, 
charge that he derries his power 
primarily from hi* control over 
the military and that his resigna- 
tion as Army chief would be a 
significant step toward strength- 
ening civilian rule in Pakistan. 

Under the 1973 constitution 
amended in 1985, the presiden- 
tial term of five vears must end no 


later than Mjrch 1990. when a 
new President tv ill he elected by 
the National Assembly under a 
party system. 

While raising ihe possibility of 
seeking another presidential 
term, Zia said: “The chances are 
less because I've not joined any 
party. I can only be President 
beyond March 1 990 if I am elec- 
ted by the legislature.’’ 

Zia. as Army chief, led a coup 
July 5, 1977. that toppled Prime 
MinisterZulfikar Ali Bhutto, the 
father of Benazir, amid wide- 
spread charges of \ ole rigging in 
parliamentary elections. Bhutto 
was charged with the murder of a 
political rival and hanged two 
years later despite international 
appeals to Zia lor clemency. 


Minister 
fails to get 
service 
from 1 01

KUWAIT'S Minister of Com- 
munications Abdullah A1 Shar- 
han, after failing to get service 
from the 101 information line at 
different times, he said that he 
now understands how citizens 
feel about not being able to get 
the needed service and informa- 
tion. 

He has promised to solve the 
problem. 

He explained that 40 female 
operators now work six hours a 
day on the information line. He 
said that one way of alleviating 
some of the pressure-on the 101 
line would be to reduce the work 
hours to four and provide train- 
ing for the operators in efficient 
work procedures and public rela- 
tions. 

He also said the telephone 
directory could be redesigned, so 
that the listings are in 
alphabetical order by the sur- 
name, in an attempt to take some 
of the load ofT the need for 101 
service. 

Bills 

A1 Sharban said that current 
telephone bills are now being 
paid promptly but overdue bills 
totalling KD27 million dating 
back to before 1978 were still 
being studied by the ministry 
before turning them over to the 
Council of Ministers for action. 

He added that expatriates who 
did not wish to pay the KD500 
deposit for overseas telephone 
service could subscribe to local 
service without paying the 
deposit. 

The minister said that Gulf 
Cooperation Council states are 
working on a joint communica- 
tions system and a decision was 
made in March to link Oman 
with the United Arab Emirates 
and Kuwait with Bahrain by 
marine cable. 


Opposition throws a challenge to Rajiv 

V. P. Singh to contest crucial by-election 

NEW DELHI. May 23. 

(Reuter): India's fragmented 
opposition came together today 
to put up Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi's best known political 
rival, V.P. Singb. in acrucial by- 
election next month. 

Singh filed his nomination to 
the Allahabad parliamentary 
constituency in India's most 
populous state, Uttar Pradesh, 
asa joint opposition candidate to 
fill a vacancy caused Iasi year 
when movie idol and Rajiv 
intimate Amilabh Bachchan 
resigned. 

Rajiv overlooked Bachchan. 
who stepped down in the midst of 
a series ofcomiplionscandals. to 
pick Sunil Sbastri. son of a for- 


mer prime minister, as his Con- 
gress (1) party candidate for the 
prestigious seal . 

Allahabad is the birthplace 
and former parliamentary con- 
stituency of independent India's 
first Prime Minister Jauaharlal 
Nehru, Rajiv’s grandfather. 

Singh quit Rajiv camp in 1986 
and launched a national cam- 
paign to focus attention on 
opposition charges that kick- 
backs were paid by West German 
and Swedish companies to secure 
Indian defence contracts. 

The charges involve West Ger- 
many's Howaldstwerk-Deutsch- 
weril AG of Kiel, which was con- 
tracted to supply the Indian 
Navy with four HDW type 150 


submarines and Sweden's Bofors 
which sold the Indian Army SI. 3 
billion worth of field artillery . 

The Indian government and 
the companies have denied any 
wrongdoing. 

The Allahabad seat is one of 
seven parliamentary and 1 2 state 
assembly seats at stake in one of 
the last electoral contests before 
general elections due earlv in 
1989. 

Shastri. son of a popular for- 
mer Prime Minister. Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, is expected to 
be a formidable opponent. 

The Congress fl) has pm up 
candidates for every scat in the 
by-elections. 


Dhaka hanged 561 for 
taking part in coup 


DHAKA. May 23. f UPI ): Auth- 
orities hanged 561 Bangladesh 
Air Force personnel who par- 
ticipated in an abortive 1977 
coup against President Zia-ur 
Rahman, a report on the ill-fated 
military insurrection said today. 

The 30-page report entitled 
“The History of the Bangladesh 
'Air Force," the first official 
account of the one-day rebellion, 
said the takeover attempt on Oct 
2, 1977, failed because of action 
against the rebels by an Army 
division guarding Dhalca. 

“On Oct 2, 1977, the blackest 
day in the history of the Ban- 
gladesh Air Force, there was 
staged a coup that led to the 
hanging of 561 airmen." the 
booklet said. 

Killed 

The report said an unspecified 
number of Air Force personnel 
commandeered 25 vehicles and 
rushed to the airport, where Air 
Force chief Mohammad Mah- 
mud had negotiated the depar- 
ture of a Japanese Airlines plane 
that had been hijacked by the 
leftist Red Army organisation. 

The report, completed for 


internal distribution among 
military officials, detailed how 
the rebels killed 1 1 senior officers 
“and a large number of others” 
at the airport after the plane had 
departed. 

It said the coup participants 
then occupied the television sta- 
tion, but that Dhaka's 9lh Div- 
ision moved against the group, 
crushing the insurrection by the 
end of the day. 

Attempts 

The report did not say when 
the executions occurred, but 
officials said the men accused of 
involvement in the uprising were 
hanged over a six-monih-period 
under direct orders from 
President Zia-ur Rahman, later 
killed in a 1981 coup. 

Twenty-one coup attempts 
have been recorded in the tur- 
bulent 17-year-old history of 
Bangladesh. 

President Hussain Muham- 
mad Ershad. who gained power 
in a bloodless March 1982 coup, 
has faced violent political 
demonstrations organised by 
opponents demanding his resig- 
nation. 


Awad appeals 
deportation order 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
May 23, (AP): The supreme 
court beard an appeal today by 
an Arab- American advocate of 
civil disobedience who asked the 
judges to scrap a deportation 
order agaioslhira and threatened 
to convert and return to Israel as 
a Jew if the order stands. 

The three-judge panel 
reserved decision after a three- 
hour bearing, but did not set a . 
date for its ruling, which is expec- 
ted lo have far-reaching con- 
sequences for the legal status of 
the 130,000 Arabs who live 
Israeli-annexed East Jerusalem 
Status 

Israeli ‘ officials ordered 
Mubarak Awad, 44, to be depor- 
ted on May 6, saying he had 
played a leading role in the 24- 
week-old Arab uprising in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 

Strip. • • 

But during the hearing, 
lawyers for both sides sidestep- 
ped politics and focussed on 
Awad’s legal status under Israeli 
imm igration law. 

Awad, who has been jailed 
since May 5, looked pale when he 
entered the packed courtroom 
wearing a beige suit and a blue- 
striped shirt. He briefly kissed his 
American- born wife, Nancy 
Nye, and talked to reporters dur- 
ing recess. _ 

Awad rejected government 


allegations that he had helped 
incite often violent anti-Israeli 
protests. He said he stood by his 
advocacy of non-violent action 
such as tax boycotts and strikes. 

He also said Israel's effort to 
deport him has helped popular- 
ise his ideas. “My ideas have 
caught, thanks to the Israelis 
who put so much pressure on 
me,” Awad said. 

Asked what he would do if 
deported, Awad told reporters 
one option was to convert to 
Judaism and come back under 
the Law of Return which grams, 
automatic Israeli citizenship to 
all Jews. 

Two Jewish editors of a ban- 
ned Hebrew-Arabic newspaper 
were charged in an Israeli court 
today with membership of an 
outlawed Palestinian group, 
security officials said. 

Women editors, Roni Ben- 
Efratand Micfaal Schwartz, were 
accused in Jerusalem district 
court of publishing a newspaper 
called Derecb Hamttoz with fin- 
ancing from the pemocratic 
Front for tbe Liberation ofPales- 
tine group. 

Nearly 200,000 Arab young- 
sters in the occupied West Bank 
returned to school today and 
Palestinian leaders said the 
■ Israeli decision lo end the nearly 
four-month shutdown of classes 
was a “glorious victory.” 


Beirut clashes continue 


Syria rejects Iranian plan for joint force 


BEl RUT. May 23, (UPI ): Fight- 
ing between rival Shiite Muslim 
groups continued for a 1 9th day 
today amid reports that Syria 
had rejected a proposed truce 
between the two sides because it 
called for an Iranian role in mon- 
itoring the ceasefire, police and 
political sources said. 

Police said the Iran-inspired 
Hezbollah exchanged sporadic 
rocket and machine-gun fire 
today with the pro-Syrian Amal 
militia, leaving five people dead, 
including two fundamentalists, 
and 15 wounded. The latest 
casualties brought the toll in the 
19-day suburbs war to 231 dead 
and more than 1 ,000 wounded. 

Political sources said Syria 


had rejected an Iranian truce 
proposal that called for the 
deployment of a joint force to re- 
establish peace and order in the 
sprawling suburbs, where fierce 
fighting between Amal and Hez- 
bollah erupted on May 6. 

“Syria refuses any Iranian 
peace role ... they want to take 
control of security in the suburbs 
just as they did in West Beirut,” 
one source said. 

He said the proposal was made 
by Iran's envoy, Hussein Sheik- 
boleslam, at a meeting overnight 
Sunday of the four-man security 
committee. The committee also 
includes a Syrian military 
observer and representatives 
from Amal and Hezbollah. 


“The meeting was called off 
after Lbe rejection of the Iranian 
proposal,” the source said. 

Syria, a power broker in 
Lebanon with 30,000 troops, has 
massed several thousand troops 
on the outskirts of the slums, but 
it has not yet directed the soldiers 
to enter the battle zone. Some 
7,000 troops maintain security in 
West Beirut under a peace plan 
that ended militia rule in 
February 1987. 

Political sources said Iran was 
opposed to a large-scale Syrian 
deployment in the impoverished 
suburbs “because they fear it 
could lead to freeing the foreign 
hostages before f ulfifling the pur- 
pose for which the captives were 


taken.” 

“Iran also warns guarantees 
about the political and military 
future of Hezbollah once the 
Syrians have taken control or the 
suburbs.” a source said. 

The leftist As Safir newspaper 
today quoted Abdul Halim 
Khaddam, the Syrian Vice- 
President. as saying the Syrian 
deployment in the suburbs does 
not aim at releasing the hostages 
“and this issue docs not interest 
us since our current relations 
with the United States arc not 
well off.” 

Iranian and Syrian officials, 
negotiating for more than a 
week, ha ve so fa r failed to reach a 
ceasefire agreement. 


Sikh pilgrims return to Golden Temple 

AMRITSAR, India, May 23, 


(Agencies)-. More than 15,000 
SiWis filed solemnly into the Gol- 
den Temple today as the sect's 
holiest shrine opened its doors lo 
the public for the first time since a 
police siege ended. 

The temple was closed during 
the May 9-18 police siege, which 
was aimed at driving out Sikh 
separatists, who have been wag- 
ing a guerrilla war for an 
independent homeland since 
1982/ had turned the Golden 
Temple into an armed camp. 

Services in the inner sanctum. 


which were suspended on the 
second day of ihe siege, were 
resumed by priests yesterday 
after vol unteers washed the floor 
of the temple with milk in a 
ceremonial purification. 

Police searched all the return- 
ing devotees today for weapons 
at an Amritsar police station, 
then moved them in four city 
buses to the temple for worship. 

Police and paramilitary troops 
maintained a cordon around the 
temple and an around-the-clock 
curfew within 300 metres (yards) 
of its walls. 


The cordon likely will stay in 
place until the government rea- 
ches an agreement with the Sikh 
temple management committee, 
which has refused its request to 
enforce a ban on militants re- 
entering the shrine. 

The two-week suspension of 
riLuals was the longest break in 
the 400-year history of the Sikh 
faith’s holiest shrine. 

Sik h separa lists fighti ng for an 
independent homeland they call 
Khalistan in the prosperous nor- 
thern state of Punjab, have effec- 


tively lakeii «*«.«■ the temple 
several times. 

The 1984 Army operation, in 
which more than 1,000 people 
were killed, was aimed at rooting 
them out but Sikhs were 
outraged at what they saw as 
sacrilege. Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi was assassinated by Sikh 
bodyguards four months later. 

Militants were chased out 
again in I9S6. After the latest 
siege by paramilitary police 
ended, the Punjab authorities are 
making unprecedented moves to 
ensure there is no recurrence.

About 
three hours after landing in Pan- 
ama. the plane was refuelled and 
look off again.

ATHENS. May 23, (AP): A locai 
terrorist group today claimed 
responsibility for bomb attacks 
in downtown Athens against cars 
Owned by Turkish diplomats, 
security police said. 

The explosions occurred 
hours before Turkish Foreign 
Minister Mesut Yilmaz was 
arriving for a four-day visit. 

The leftwing November 17 
group, which has taken respon- 
sibility for more than a dozen 
political killings in Greece, made 
the claim in a statement sent to 
the Athens afternoon daily Eth- 
nos, a security police spokesman 
said. 

The five-page typewritten 
statement was published in 
today's edition of the leftwing 
newspaper, saying it had large i- 
ted "the fascist Turkish regime 
which has occupied Cypriot 
territory by force for the past 14 
years.” 

Premier Andreas Papan- 
dreou's Socialist government 
condemned the attacks, which 
caused no injuries but damaged 
two cars belonging to Turkish 


Fascist leader 
dies at 92 

ROME. May 23, (Reuter): Dino 
Grandi. last surviving leader of 
fascist Italy and the man who 
provoked the overthrow of dic- 
tator Benito Mussolini, has died 
aged 92. his family said. 

Grandi, the third far-right 
Italian politician to die at the 
weekend, was a top leader during 
fascist rule between 1922 and 
1943. 

He died from heart disease on 
Saturday in the central city of 
Bologna. But his death was not 
announced until late on Sunday. 

Grand! held many senior posts 
under Mussolini, including 
Foreign Minister and ambas- 
sador to Britain, but he was often 
an outspoken critic of the dic- 
tator. 

On 25th July 1943, following 
the allied invasion of Sicily, 
Grandi, then Justice Minister, 
presented an order of the day to 
the fascist grand council calling 
for M ussolmi to hand over most 
of his powers to King Victor 
Emmanuel.

Jayewardene challenges extremist leader to a duel 


Six die in Sri Lanka violence 


COLOMBO, May 23, (AP): Six 
people, including a ruling United 
National Party provincial coun- 
cil candidate, were gunned down 
by alleged Sinhalese extremists 
of the People's Liberation Front, 
a police official said today. 

The attack last night came just 
hours after President Junius Jay- 
ewardene accused front leader 
Rohana Wijeweera of killing 
mnocentcivilians and challenged 
him to mortal combat. 

At least 20 gunmen using 
Chinese-made T-56 automatic 
rifles entered the home of provin- 
cial council candidate, Jayesek- 
era, and opened fire at Galewela 
village south of Dambulla town, 
inspector Sumana Bandara said 
in a telephone interview. 

The victims, including the can- 
didate's police bodyguard, were 
at a meeting when ute incident 
took place. The other uniden- 
tified victims were reportedly 
government supporters. 


Dambulla town is 132 
kilometres northeast of 
Colombo. 

"I invite him (Wijeweera) to 
fight me," said Jayewardene, 82, 
speaking during a public meeting 
at Homagama town. 12 
kilometres southeast of 
Colombo. 

“Let him choose the weapons, 
a bomb, a knife, a sword or a gun, 
even a T-56. 1 don't know how to 
use it, but yet I will come. Let us 
fight face-to-face and see who 
will die and who will live," Jay- 
ewardene said. 

Wijeweera. a medical school 
dropout from Moscow's Patrice 
Lumumba University, has been 


in hiding ever since the front was 
outlawed in mid- 1983 after the 
government claimed it was res- 
ponsible for widespread ethnic 
rioting in which more than 400 
Tamils were killed. 

Earlier this month, the govern- 
ment lifted the proscription on 
the front after the National 
Security Minister, Lalith Ath- 
ulathmudali, said he struck a 
peace agreement with the group. 

But the agreement wound up a 
fake when Wijeweera denied he 
had signed any document and a 
young Colombo university 
student turned out to be a fraud 
after claiming to represent the 
front. 
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Foreign films 
on Dhaka 
TV‘no threat 
to morality’ 


DHAKA, May 23, (Reuter): 
Foreign films shown on Ban- 
gladesh state television axe 
educative and not intended to 
promote nudity or open sex, 
Information Minister Mah- 
bubur Rahman said in 
parliament. 

"Bangladesh TV has never 
telecast a kissrag scene in any 
film apart from those between 
mother and children,” he 
said. 

"It never screens nude films . Jt 
shows only those English 
movies which contain 
educative elements and never 
flout religious, social and 
moral values,” he said. 

Rahman was answering charges 
by opposition members that 
television was hurting 
religious feelings by showing 
too many Western feature 
films and documentaries. 

More than 90 per cent of Ban- 
gladesh's 105 million people 
are believers of Islam, which 
imposes stringent restrictions 
on sexuality. 

The minister sought to shift 
. blame on Indian Television, 
watched widely in Ban- 
gladesh, saying: “Some might 
have seen naked movies over 
the (India's) Doordarshan.”

Plot uncovered to 



TORONTO, May 23, (UPI): US 
military and CIA officials 
uncovered a terrorist plot that 
would create "six weeks of 
terror” throughout the world 
and force cancellation of the 
Summer Olympics in Seoul, the 
Toronto Sun reported. 

The Sun reported sources said 
terrorists have targetted such 
airlines as TWA, British Air- 
ways, Air France and Air Can- 
ada and plan to attack their air- 
craft ana facilities throughout 
the world. 

The! proposed campaign 
focuses on New York, London, 
Paris, T okyo, Toronto and Hong 
Kong, where a series of bombs 
are to be set off in June to dis- 
courage passengers from attend- 
ing the .Games, the paper said. 
The terrorists also want “Japan- 
ese Red Army snippers, hijackers, 
and bombers" to infiltrate Seoul 
via Hong Kong before the Sept 
17 opening of the Olympics, the 
Sun said. 

The report quoted an uniden- 
tified Central Intelligence 
Agency source as saying that if 
the bombings did not discourage 
travellers from attending the 


Games, “there could, be more 
killing that would dwarf the 1 972 
incident when more than 20 
.Israelis were killed at the Olym- 
pics.” ’ • 

Mastermind 

- The mastermind of the plot is 
Kira Jong IL the son of North 
Korea’s leader, Kim 11 Sung, the 
Sun said. A senior CIA officer 
said the plan is based on “North 
Korea's insane jealousy of the 
world focus on their arch rival 
and fear of economic destruction 
at the hands of the South Korean 
. government,” the Sun said. 

Paul Breuner, the State Depar- 
tment official for counter-:ei ror- 
ism, told the newspaper more 
than 5,000 terrorists from the 
Japanese Red Army, 
Lebanon and others were trained 
in North Korea, where Sung is 
regarded as one of the most ruth- 
less sponsors of international 
terrorism. . 

Japanese police arrested a con- 
victed terrorist two weeks ago 
and linked the man's visits to 
' North Korea to a planned series 
of “frightening incidents” 
scheduledto erupt in the next two 
months, the paper said. 


Flood toll in China rises 


BEUING, May 23, (Reuter): 
The death toll in huge floods 
which followed freak rainstorms 
in southeast China reached 78 
today and is expected to rise fur- 
ther, ihe official China news 
servioesaid. 

It said 78 people were killed 
and 204 injured in Jianyang. the 
worst affected area of stricken 
northern Fujian province, and 
total casualties for the whole 
province were still being coun- 
ted.

Military cooperation has 
apparently improved since, 
diplomatic ties wore revived 
following the decision by an ' 
Arab summit in Jordan in 
November to allow Arab slates 
to restore relations with Cairo ■ 
if thev chose.

Call for Arabisation 
of nursing staff 


SOME patients at different hos- 
pitals called for Arabisation of 
nursing staff However, a cross- 
section of other patients, 
believed it was immaterial 
whether a nurse was a native 
Arab speaker or not. 

Eid Al Rashidi, a patient aL Al 
Razi hospital suffering from 
back pains, said nurses took their 
duties seriously and did not dis- 
criminate between Kuwaitis and 
non-Kuwaitis. He added that he 
was well treated with nurses giv- 
ing him proper medication at the 
appointed times. Al Rashidi 
commented that Arab nurses 
were much better than non-Arab 
nurses, as they gave patients bet- 
ter treatment and provided them 
with more mental rest. 

Millaq Shbib, a patient al the 
same hospi lal said that Arab nur- 
ses make patients “fed at home. ” 
He felt that foreign nurses were 
hard to communicate with. 

Impart 

Khawla Al Sarhan. another 
patient, said there were delays on 
service calls. However, medica- 
tion usually came on lime. She 
was for the Arabisation of the 
nursing staff. 

Ghaziya Kathem suggested 
t hat officials increase the number 
of maids and assistants as elderly 
patients require maids' assis- 
tance more often. She said, 
foreign nurses impart better 
trealment to patients. . • . -• 

Hassan Afifa, one. of the 
patients at Ibn Sioa hospital said- 
" there are no differences between 
Arab and non-Arab nurses, they 
both treat patients well.” She 


added that nurses should realise 
that in their jobs, care of patients 
is of paramount importance. 

From the nurses' view-point, 
Fatma Seif, a head nurse at Al 
Razi hospital said that a relation 
between a nurse and a patient 
depends on the mental rapport. 
She said some patients, par- 
ticularly youths, refused to be 
treated by female nurses. She felt 
there was no difference between 
Arab and non- Arab nurses — in 
each case, she said, conscience 
dictated their performances. 
Further, she said, ‘‘nurses are 
human too, and their mental 
status would reflect on their 
jobs.” 

M una Abas, head nurse at Ibn 
Sina hospital said that patients 
bringing children along with 
them during treatment caused 
confusion. 

Discrimination 

Amina Boshiri, head nurse at 
Al Sadri hospital said that 
foreign and Arab nurses are 
equally good and what patients 
really care about is good service. 
She pointed out that nurses deal 
with diversified nationalities and 
of primary importance was the 
way patients felt towards their 
nurses and vice versa. She added 
however, that the number of 
Kuwaiti nurses at hospitals is 
really quite limited 

In conclusion, ^nurses^were 
unanimous in their feelings' that 
their- duties-. n^uinwHiigh stgxtft 
dairds’of human vafoes-andih«e» 
was no basis for any discrimina- 
tion amongst patients. 


University to admit 
2,857 for fall session

School Certificate examination 
and must have had all their 
education in Kuwait. 

Gulf Cooperation Council 
students will be required to bave 


at least a 70 per cent score on the 
Secondary School Certificate 
examination and must have had 
all their secondary school educa- 
tion in Kuwait. 

Iraqi and Yemeni students 
must have over 85 per cent to 

apply- ’ 

Children with Kuwaiti moth- 
ers and non-Kuwaiti fathers will 
be treated as Kuwaitis and chil- 
dren of military personnel must 
have over 80 per cent and their 
fathers must bave completed at 
least 20 years in the Army or 
police force. 

Graduates from the faculties 
of the Public Authority for 
Training and Applied Education 
will be accepted at Kuwait 
University, the daily said.

TKE Kuwait Towers, that 
indelible symbol of modem. 

• Kuwaiu seen from behind the 
y : Dasman Palace as Yugoslav 
''■■■ artist Jovica Prodanovic saw 
them, provide an odd back- 
ground to tbe palace complex. 
They appear as some surrealis- 
tic structure overhanging a 
cosy duster or sand coloured 
buildings that mismatch the 
towers both in the architectural 
style and period. 

But that is w hat Kuwai t is for 
Prodanovic the artist — a 
melange of old and new, 
traditional and modem, local 
and foreign. Twenty-five of his 
paintings went on show on Sun- 
day at the Boushari Gallery. 
The exhibition is a result of 
months of work, at intervals, 
snatched from his busy 
schedule dictated by his job as 
counsellor at the Yugoslav 
Embassy in Kuwait. ' ' 

The towers which figure on 
four of his oils have more- of a 
functional than aesthetic role 
to play. They help provide a 
contrast between the new and 
old Kuwait that he sought la 
portray. This impression is 
accentuated by a relative sim- 
plicity of line and colour when 
depicting the towers and war- 
mth and detail when portraying 
the old buildings in their vicin- 
ity. 

Prodanovic was obviously 
not anxious to make (he lowers 
particularly appealing. His 
affinity fortraditional elements 
in Kuwait's landscape impalpa- 
ble and natural. 

It also tarught out the best in 
him as an artist as could be seen 
from works depicting the Doha 
shipyard, old dhows, old 
mosques and Behbehania, an 
old area in Kuwait still re tain - 
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art 


ing the features its builders 
meant it to have. If his works 
juxtaposing the traditional and 
modern provoke questions, the. . 
paintings portraying tbe 
traditional aspects of life in 
Kuwait, are a definite 
statement. The old shipwright, 
crouching in a green sarongand 
chipping wood next to a dhow 
he is building is a man at peace 
with himself. The painting sug- 
gests silence, resignation, a 
sense of timelessness. 

Similarly a painting of ari bid 
mosque with an adjacent 
grocery shop but no grocer 
brings to mind the noontime 
heat and a feeling of indolence 
that comes with it. An aban- 
doned dhow uncomfortably 
lopsided in shallow waters 
makes a viewer want to reach 
out and put it straight. 

Some of the paintings give an 
impression that Prodanovic 
exercised restraint, was over- 
cautious, attempting to rein in 
emotions at the root of the 
inner drive that made him paint 
in the first place. This could be 
because at times he was forced 
to paim from memory and 
photographs, something which 
he resents. He is a landscape 
painter who needs to work in 
open air but that is not always 
possible in Kuwai l 

Nevertheless tbe paintings 
strike a responsive cord with a 
viewer. This is important for- 
Prodanovic who believes that 
painting is a way of commun- 
ication between the artist a.<d 
art lovers. 

• The exhibition, which runs 
until June 9, has a special sig- 
nificance for him. It is perhaps 
his farewell gill to Kuwait. His 
term of duty ends in August. 
But more thanlhatitisan effort 
which has sealed his affection 
for the country in which he 
spent four memorable years. • •

France tiptoes in 
New Caledonia 


By Vanora Bennett 


PARIS. (Reuter): France's new 
Socialists government has begun 
a softly-softly approach to end' 
ing discontent in New Caledonia 
by sending a trouble-shooting 
mission to its Pacific territory. 

The mission arrived on Friday 
and will spend several weeks on 
the archipelago where unrest bet- 
ween bitterly -opposed racial 
groups exploded last month just 
before French presidential elec- 
tions. 

Violence in New Caledonia 


has killed 26 people in the past 


month, including 19 shot dead 
when Fp. neb troops stormed a 
remote c.r e « here gendarmes 
were being held hostage. 

Appointing the six-man mis- 
sion to "re-establish dialogue” 
between nro- French white set- 
tlers and Melanesian separatists 
(Kanaks) was one of Socialist 
Prime Minister Michel Rocard's 
first moves after taking office last 
week. 

Hostile 

It marks an abrupt change in 
approach from tne confron- 
tational altitude of the former 
rightist government, which 
backed settlers* demands to stay 
French by increasing French 
military and police presence on 
the archipelago. 

The Kanak Socialist National 
Liberation Front (FLNKS), 
which heads separatist activity, 
said it was not hostile to the mis- 
sion but had expected more from 
the new government. 

“The mission will have time to 
see how the different sides 
actually behave." an FLNKS 
official said. "Bui that is not 
what we asked for. We asked for 
a government envoy.” 

Rocard has set up an inquiry 
into military and police action 
ordered by the previous govern- 
ment during the recent violence. 

He has also flown Kanaks 
charged with violent crimes for 
trial in France to remove them 
from the overheated atmosphere 
20,000 kms (12,000 miles) from 
Paris. 

Re-elected President Francois 
Mitterrand has in the past said he 
favours bringing more indepen- 
dence to the territory. 

Tension 

But for the moment, caution is 
the watchword in government 
circles. New Overseas Territories 
Minister Olivier Slim refused to 
outline his plans until the mis- 
sion's work is done. 

“Let ihem start work, and 
don't ask me what we will decide 
until they have got going,” he 
said in a radio interview. 

Tension has eased since Mit- 
terrand returned to power after 


May 8, backed by a leftist gover- 
nment after two years of rule by 
the right. 

Before the election. New 
Caledonia was run by hardline 
right wing Overseas Territories 
Minister Bernard Pons. He said 
repeatedly he would stick by a 
1987 independence referendum, 
which gave a strong stay-French 
result. 

Kanak separatists boycotted 
the referendum and the presiden- 
tial election, saying rule by 
France favoured the settlers. 
Kanaks make up 43 per cent of 
the 135,000 population. 

Separatist dissatisfaction with 
the right-wing stance boiled over 
on April 22. two days before the 
election began. 

Four paramilitary gendarmes 
were killed when separatists wiel- 
ding machetes stormed the 
barracks at Fayaoue on the 
island of Ouvea. 

The separatists fled, taking 23 
gendarmes hostage, and hid out 
in a cave on the island of Ouvea 
till May 5, when police stormed 
their stronghold on the island 
and freed the prisoners. Nineteen 
Kanaks died in the raid. 

The Socialist government said 
this week it was setting up a 
separate inquiry to look into 
Kanak claims dial French sol- 
diers killed several kidnappers 
after they bad surrendered. 

Sue 


Pons, who ordered the attack, 
said on Friday he would sue Paris 
Match magazine for publishing 
allegations that he had con- 
sidered firing a laser-guided 
napalm bomb at the cave to clear 
thick surrounding vegetation. 

The magazine said Army 
officers had persuaded Pons 
against carrying out an all-out 
attack on the cave, using helicop- 
ters equipped with machine 
guns. 

Pons said Paris Match’s 
allegations dishonoured both 
him and the Army. 

One member of the mission, 
Protestant churchman Jacques 
Stewart, said the problem stem- 
med from a misunderstanding. 

Settlers have said they are 
afraid they will have to leave their 


homes if the territory becomes 
independent and falls into 


Kanak bands. But Stewart said 
independence did not mean the 
same thing to the settlers and the 
Kanaks. 

“Kanaks who seek indepen- 
dence mean they want a say in 
deciding their own fate,” he told 
French radio. 

”We will be able to consider a 
new status for New Caledonia 
heading towards a form of 
independence but which would 
not mean that anyone was forced 
to leave,” he added. 


Women and children 
assist in uprising

GAZA CITY, Occupied Gaza 
Strip. IAP): Niveen Dahman.

”1 am doing the same as my 
mother. It's my duty." said 
Niveen, sming in her family’s 
cement block' house in Shati 
refugee camp. 

In the next room was a box full 
of scampering chickens that the 
family is raising to eat as the 
Arab uprising persists, bringing 
with it worsening economic con- 
ditions. 

A new role for youngsters and 
women, both held under strict 
rule in traditional Muslim 
society, is only one of ihechanges 
spawned by the “intefadah." a 
rebellion against Israel's 21-year 
occupation of the Gaza Strip and 
West Bank. 


Help 

Palestinians say the 5-month- 
old uprising has given them pride 
and destroyed the feeling that 
nothing can be done to end 
Israeli rule. Some believe young 
organizers scattered in camps 
and villages will emerge as per- 
manent, more radical leaders. 

“Now we are the leaders."said 
19-year-oid Rafat,sitling on the 
floor of another cement block 
house down the street from 
Niveen Dahman's home. 

“Youth are leading, burning 
tires, stoning soldiers,” said 
RafaL. who would not give his 
last name. “Women try to help 
the boys who are arrested or try 


to stop arrests. They go to the 
kids when soldiers throw tear 
gas.” 

As he spoke, his elders sat in 
the background. Youths were 
organizing, Rafat said. Youths 
arranged visits to the wounded in 
hospitals and families of “mar- 
tyrs,” those killed in the uprising. 
Young people were forming 
“popular committees.” 

According to UN figures 
through April, a quarter of the 
4.344 Palestinians in Gaza 
injured in the revolt are under 16 
years old. 

Few figures are available on 
women's arrests or injuries. But 
Israeli authorities complain their 

soldiers, hard-pressed already lo 
put down civilian rioters, are 
increasingly facing women and 
children. — 

Messengers 

Niveen Dahman’s mother. 
Widad. was arrested early this 
month as an "inciter" along with 
two other women in Shati camp. 
They were the first women to be 
jailed in the Gaza Strip under 
administrative detention laws, 
where no trials or specific char- 
ges are required. 

Each was given six months in 
prison, and Palestinian activitist 
Mary Khas says the move 
showed Israel has recognized the 
new power of women in the upr- 
ising. Women, allowed out dur- 
ing curfew, became messengers 
and lookouts, she said. 

“Women found their auth- 
ority and strength and started 
organising," said Ms Khas, who 
runs a kindergarten programme 
throughout the Gaza Stnp. 

As for Palestinian youth, Ms 
Khas said, "they did what youn- 
gstersdo — try to change things.

No breakthrough seen at

WASHINGTON, (Rebter): 
Despite the improved climate of 
superpower relations, both the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union seem to accept that this 
month's Moscow summit will 
not lead to substantial breakth- 
roughs. 

Policymakers also seem con- 
cerned that US-Soviet ties may 
enter an unpredictable era after 
the summit as Americans elect a 
new president in November and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev’s domestic reforms move 
into a critical stage. 

Delicate 


The limits on rapid progress in 
relations are reflected in the ack- 
nowledgement on both sides 
that, contrary to earlier hopes, 
the May 29 -June 2 summit will 
not produce an accord to halve 
their arsenals or intercontinental 
nuclear weapons. 

Perhaps more significantly, a 
dispute over a treaty to ban 
medium-range missiles — signed 
and thought to have been wrap- 
ped up at last December’s 
Washington summit — pointed 


up the tensions still underlying 
US-Soviet relations. 

This dispute, over procedures 
for verifying the Intermediate 
Nudear Forces (INF) pact, now 
seems cleared up, and US 
officials hope the Senate will 
ratify it in time for the Moscow 
meeting. 

But it is a measure of how 
delicate US-Soviet relations are 
that the success of this summit 
may be judged by whether the 
two countries can solve problems 
with a treaty they signed last 
year. 

“That seems to be the nature of 
US-Soviet relations at this 
stage.” Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze said a few 
days ago. 

“We will for a long time con- 
tinue to pay the ransom of 
mutual distrust. This is a fact." 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz likes to remind sceptics 
that the climate of US-Soviet ties 
is much better than in the early 
1980s, when most arms control 
talks were suspended and harsh 
public invective dominated 
superpower exchanges. 

Shultz points to the INF

US, UNHCR protest Thailand’s

WASHINGTON: Boat people 
from Vietnam are again being 
turned away from Thailand 
toward the open sea. Up to a 
hundred have died recently: hun- 
dreds more may have .been 
pushed away to an uncertain 
fate. 

Once again, the United States 
and the. United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
have protested Thailand's policy 
of turning away refugees. But the 
Thai government faults the West 
for not resettling more of the 
100,000 Indochinese already in 
Thai refugee camps. 

The immediate priority is to 
make sure that more boat people 
do not perish. A screening 
process, on the beaches if neces- 
sary. would allow those who 
qualify as refugees, and therefore

VIENNA, (Reuter): The radical 
reshuffle in the Hungarian 
leadership is likely to boost 
reforms elsewhere in the com- 
munist world, while sending a 
chill through old-guard con- 
servatives of the Kadar genera- 
tion. 

The replacement of veteran 
Hungarian leader Janos Kadar, 
a one-time reformer now seen as 
a conservative, could unleash 
radical economic and political 
reforms that would increase the 
gulf beiween countries pushing 
for change, and those sitting 
light. Western diplomats said. 

“This will put Hungary even 
further ahead of its East 
European allies on the road to 
reform," Hungarian ideologicial 
chief Janos Berecz told Reuters. 

"It will be a shot in the arm for 
reformers in other communist 
countries." a Western diplomat 
said. 

At the same time the way 
Kadar was eased out after nearly 
32 years in power by impatient 
young reformers could ring 
alarm bells among other ageing 
leaders who rose to power in the 
anti-reformist era of former 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev. 

“Their days are numbered,” 
the London Times commented in 
an editorial. 

Salute 

Significantly Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, who shares 
the Hungarians* reformist zeal, 
was quick lo send a fulsome 
salute lo new leader Karoly 
Grosz, calling him ”a principled 
communist and authoritative 
leader.” 

Gorbachev's message came on 
the eve of a key meeting of the 
Soviet Party Central Committee 
which on Monday approved a

blueprint to advance his own 
reform programme, similar in 
many respects to the Hungarian 
model. 

But in East Germany, whose 
leadership has dismissed a need 
for reforms, some official media 
reported the changes in Budapest 
by quoting Kadar as stressing his 
commitment to communism and 
a one-party state, and ignoring 
Grosz. 

Whatclearly concerns the East 
Germans is that the Hungarians 
are pushing not just for radical

Broaden 


The Hungarians, and Gorba- 
chev, are seeking lo broaden the 
decision-making process by 
increasing the role of govern- 
ment and party bodies at the 
expense of the party. 

Hungary could go further 
down that road than Moscow is 
presently prepared to travel, 
western diplomats said, noting 
the enby into the new politburo 
of radical reformer Imre Pozs- 
gay, who has called openly for 
political pluralism and more 
democracy. 

Pozsgay. head of the Patriotic 
People's Front of non-party 
organisations, is backed by 
dozens of independent groups 
and individuals, many of whom 
are not communist or no longer 
believe in the system. 

Another politburo newcomer, 
Rezsoe Nyers, began his political 
life as a Social Democrat. 


This challenge to traditional 
communist ideas has not gone 
down well in East Germany, 
which runs the best-functioning 
economy in the Soviet bloc and 
argues there is no need to change 
the system. 

Reformers 


Western diplomats in East 
Berlin said that while there might 
be would-be reformers waiting in 
the wings, there were no obvious 
ones in the leadership.

In Bulgaria, there was no 
immediate indication of how the 
change in Budapest would affect 
the position of 76-year-old 
president and communist leader 
Todor Zhivkov, who has led his 
country since 1954. 

Last year Zhivkov, who has 
also embraced Soviet-style 
reforms, proposed limiting the 
term of all party and state func- 
tions from the top downwards. 
However there was no indication 
he intended the move to be 
retroactive. 

In Romania, whose 70-year- 
old leader NjcolaeCeausescu has 
also rejected a Deed for reforms 
despite an economy crippled by 
mismanagement and acute shor- 
tages, the official press has so-far 
ignored the Hungarian changes, 
diplomatssaid. 

For Ceausescu, who since 
1965 has run a tight Stalinist- 
type system that brooks virtually 
no dissent, the Hungarian 
reforms would be anathema, 
diplomats said. However there 
have been reports of policy dis- 
agreements within the leader- 
ship.

WASHINGTON: Japan and 
other growing economic powers 
— not Soviet military might — 
have emerged as the greatest 
threat to the future well-being of 
the United Slates in the minds of 
most Americans. 

A new, nationwide study finds 
that it is the efficient factories of 
Asia, not the missiles of the 
Soviet Union, which have 
become the greatest source of 
anxiety about America's 
national security. 

The study, conducted by a 
bipartisan group of leading 
Republican and Democratic 
pollsters, also found growing 
concern about the national 
security implications of inter- 
national drug trafficking. 


Economic powers threaten 
future well-being of US 


Although the public remains 
wary of Soviet intentions, the 
study concluded: “A clear 
majority of die American people 
indicated our economic com- 
petitors like Japan pose more of a 
threat to our national security 
than our traditional military 
adversaries like the Soviets.” 

The study, one ofaseries spon- 
sored by a non-profit organisa- 
tion, Americans Talk Security, 
founded by Boston businessman 
Alan Kay, has political implica- 
tions for the 1988 election cam- 
paign. 

Throughout the campaign. 


trade issues have played a major 
role, espedlly in the Democratic 
primaries and caucuses. 
President Reagan’s promise to 
veto the trade bill just passed by 
the Senate now threatens to spill 
over into the campaign, with 
Democrates hoping it works in 
their favour. fc . 

The study, however. Found 
that the American public does 
not support simplistic solutions 
to the current trade deficit, or to 
the growing economic challenge 
from Japan or Western Europe.

Every child has the potential to be a genius 


Engineering superbabies in a hot house 


A PRETTY little girlsits beside 
her mother, reading out loud. 
WiUi supreme confidence, she 
recites a speech from one of 
Shakespeare’s plays, her soft 
voice never faltering over the 
long and unfamiliar words. 

Her mother watches 
proudly, aware that she is wit- 
nessing something of a miracle,. 
For her daughter, Felicia, is 
only four years old and has 
already developed the intellect 
of a person way beyond her 
years. 

The child is being heralded as 
a genius, capable of astonishing 
feats. And soon there could be a 
whole generation of children 
just like her ... 

Felicia is just one of the many 
youngsters discussed in a new 
book about intensive teaching 


At a unique institute in Philadelphia a 
controversial technique is being used to 
develop the intelligence of children to an 
incredible level. Pupils of the Hot House 
system, aged four to 12, can programme a 
computer, speak fluent Japanese and play 
a musical instrument. 


or ‘hot housing.’ 

The idea is simple: lake a 
new-born baby, stimulate it 
from birth, educate it in a con- 
trolled and intensive manner — 
‘the hot house' — and as that 
child grows up, it will be of 
higher intelligence than one left 
to develop naturally. 

The controversial technique 
has been pioneered in the 
' United States by hot house 


guru Glenn Doman. 

Doman. a white-bearded, 
grandfatherly character, insists 
every child, from the moment 
of birth, has the potential to be 
a genius — regardless of their 
genetic makeup. The secret is to 
nurtureyoungtalentand helpit 
grow. 

With almost evangelical zeal, 
he says: "Tiny children can 
leam absolutely anything that 


you can present to them in an 
honest and factual way. Then 
you do it with great love and 
affection and you can teach 
them ail there is to leam." 

Hundreds of ambitious 
parents in the US agree. They 
are flocking to Doman's Ins- 
titutes For The Achievement of 
Human Potential — or "Better 
Baby' lostituteas it is known — 
in Philadelphia, anxious to 
enrol their children in the inten- 
sive education programme. 

Programme 

Much of the programme is 
based on Doman’s findings 
when he was working with 
brain-damaged children. 

He was rryingto develop new 
pathways in the brain for 
injured children and soon 
became aware of the brain's 
ability to be ‘reprogrammed’ or 
to relearn lost skills.

Eventually, he applied that 
principle to the teaching of, 
healthy children, with amazing 1 
results: with intensive coach- 
ing, tiny children could read, 
speak foreign languages and 
calculate mathematical for- 
mulae without difficulty. He 
saw the implications of his 
work, the chance to breed 
‘superbabies.’ 

Doman admits: “We are 
creating an elite group of chil- 
dren. And do you know bow 
many children we want in that 
group? About a billion, 
because that is how many chil- 
dren there are in the world.” 

For the moment, however, 
he is content to work with those 
children brought to the campus 
by eager parents. And already, 
they are showing signs of genius 
potential. 

Mostly aged between four 
and 12, the children can 
programme a computer, speak 
fluent Japanese and play a 
musical instrument. 

They are articulate, con- 
fident and mature young peo- 
ple. 

Doman says the brain's 
capacity to take in information 
can be expanded if a child is 
coached from an early age. The 
sooner teaching begins, die bet- 
ter. Perhaps even before the 
child is bom. 

Mothers-to-be have been 
known to try to stimulate a. 
foetus’s senses by talking to 
their unborn child in the womb, 
through a paper megaphone. 

Then, from the moment of 
birth, this stim ula tion is inten- 
sified in several ways. 

Lights are shone on and off 
into the baby’s eyes and it is 
familiarized with shapes by 
putting cards between the lights 
and the eyes. . 

Matures 

Simple maths tuition follows, 
by marking these cards with an 
increasing number of dots, so 
the infant 1 earns to add up ‘ins- 
tinctively.’ 

Babies of just six-months- 
old have been known to do per- 
form addition, simply by crawl- 
ing towards the card showing 
the correct answer. 

Gradually, as the child 
matures, more assignments are 
introduced into the daily

programme, particularly the 
use of ‘flash cards.’ 

A word written on a card is 
held up in front of the child and 
then spelt out, to encourage the 
baby to formulate speech . 

Physical stimulation is a vital 
part of the teaching too, as it is 
said to enhance the brain's per- 
formance and improve co- 
ordination. 

Doman's students can per- 
form junior Olympic gymnas- 
tics and even four-year-olds 
can run a couple of miles each 
day without stopping. 

They also take part in a 
physical exercise called ‘brac- 
ciation.' This involves swinging 
hand-over-hand on a climbing 
frame and. in between teaching 
sessions, children repeat this 
exercise several times. 

To the uninitiated, it looks a 
strange practise, as little chil- 
dren hoist themselves on to the 
wooden frame .and swing 
across like baby apes. 

Nevertheless, Doman insists 
it enhances neurological 
development, and the children 
seem delighted to do iL 

Hothousingmay beasimpte 
idea in principle, but it’s very 
hard work in practice, 
especially for parents. They are 
advised to involve themselves 
completely in their child's 
education, all day, every day. 
Many put themselves through 


special courses to help them 
become better and more infor- 
med parents. 

Mothers, in particular, are 
encouraged to devote them- 
selves to the task. 

Doman says: “Mothers have 
always been the best teachers 
since time began,*' and he 
would like them to regard 
motherhood as a full-time job. 

Women are taught never to 
talk down to a child — no 
gooey baby talk is allowed. 

. Clear, concise explanations of 
how things work is sufficient. 
Many mothers take Doman's 
teachings to heart and dedicate 
themselves to educating their 
child, even if it means sacrific- 
ing their careers. 

They reason, with total con- 
viction, that they want to give 
their child the best start in life 
possible. 

Naturally, Doman's theories 
have met with fierce opposi- 
tion. Critics say he has little 
statistical evidence or data to 
back up the claims. 

Nor is there a follow-up to 
check whether these super- 
babies become superadults. Do 
they, cynics wonder, learn too 
much, too soon and bum out in 
later life? 

Hot housing also raises eth- 
ical questions. Should we inter- 
fere with natural development 
in this way? Should we try to 


maximise the potential of chil- 
dren? And is the dose, almost 
claustrophobic, relationship 
Doman advocates between 
parents and children such a 
good thing? 

Doman is used to detractors, 
but is nevertheless surprised by 
criticism. 

He says: “it is the most 
astonishing thing I have ever 
heard that anybody should 
think it is bad to learn.” 

To him, the proof ofhis work 
at the institute is in the children 
themselves. They are not only 
extremely intelligent, but also 
seemingly happy, well-balan- 
ced individuals. 

. More importantly, he asserts 
that bright children like little 
Felicia, are better children, 
more sensitive and caring.

As a defender, make life as easy 
as possible for your partner. It is 
difficult enough to defend well in 
obvious situations without having 
to worry about partner creating 
problems where none might exist. 

When' both sides have a known or 
implied double fit, it is usually wiser 
to bid one more rather than choose 
to defend. That accounts for 
South’s decision to go on to four 


spades with his minimum. His judg- 
ment proved to be correct — East- 
West would have made four 
diamonds. 

Against four spades West at- 
tacked with the king of diamonds. 
Routine defense, would have been 
for East to signal encouragment and 
for West to continue with a dia- 
mond. Declarer would have ruffed 
and scored four more trump tricks 
and five clubs for his vulnerable 
game. 

Fortunately for East-West, East 
was on his toes. He realized that his 
partner probably had a six-card suit 
for his two diamond bid, which 
meant that only one diamond trick 
was there for the defenders. So he 
overtook the king of diamonds with 
the ace and shifted to the king of 
hearts. 

West showed his liking for the 
suit by following with the jack, and 
again East proved what a thoughtful 
partner he was. Had he continued 
with a low heart. West would have 
had to decide whether to try for a 
third heart trick or a second dia- 
mond. East removed that problem 
by continuing with the queen of 
hearts and another, and the defend- 
ers collected the four tricks that 
were their due.

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Oman 
reverses 
oil output 
cut 

MUSCAT, May 23, (AP): Oman 
has reversed a decision to cut its 
oil production by 5 per cent to 
help Opec stabilise oil prices and 
gone back to its 1 987 output peak 
of 600,000 barrels a day, oil 
industry sources said yesterday. 

Oman is not a member of the 
13-nation . Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
But it has been reducing produc- 
tion to help the organisati on hold 
its benchmark price at S18 a 
barrel. 

The new level, which came into 
effect on May 1, will be main- 
tained until Opec talks resume in 
Vienna in June, the sources said, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity. 

Oman has pared output three 
times since September 1986 to 
support Opec pricing strategies. 
The latest cut in February 
reduced production by 5 per cent 
to 536,750 barrels a day. 

The sultanate originally for- 
mulated its current development 
programme on the basis of 
600,000 barrels daily. 

Response 

Opec had been unable to agree 
on a response to a proposal by 
Oman and five other non-Opec ■ 
producers for an all-round 5 per 
cent production cut at a Vienna 
meeting last month in a bid to 
firm up the flagging oil market. 

Opec will discuss the issue 
again next month. 

Iran, one of the Opec states 
who backed the call for a fresh 
production cut, is sending its oil 
minister to Oman. 

Cost of living 
falls in 

Saudi Arabia 

RIYADH, May 23, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia's cost of living 
index fell in 1987, for the fourth 
consecutive year, the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency 
(Sama) said. 

Figures compiled by Sazna 
showed the index for middle 
income Saudi families earning 
between 3,000 and 1 1,000 riyals a 

Saudi and expatriate middle 
income families combined drop- 
ped 1 .6 percent to 90.9. 

The decline was brought on by 
falls in the costs of food, clothing 
and housing, with accommoda- 
tion costs dropping 1 3.4 per cent 
during the year. 

In 1986, the index was 92.7 for 
Saudi and 92-4 for Saudi and 
expatriate families. In 1983, the 
base year, the index for both was 
100 . 

Record high 
sugar production 
predicted 

WASHINGTON. May 23, 
(AP): World sugar production in 
1 988-89 is expected to be a record, 
of about 103.9 million metric 
tons, slightly more than the 103.9 
million tons produced in 1987- 
88, the agriculture department 
said yesterday. 

The latest figures included rev- 
isions from the department’s first 
forecast issued on May 4, which 
indicated production at 104.1 
million metric tons in 1988-89 
and Iasi year’s output at 103.6 
million tons. 

Production in Brazil — the lar- 
gest producer — was reduced to a 
1988-89 forecast of 8.1 million 
tons from 8.4 million tons 
indicated earlier this month, the 
report said. Revisions also were 
reported for several other coun- 
tries. 


Abu Dhabi cuts oil output, says study 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, May 23, 
(AP): Abu Dhabi has cut back oil 
production by an estimated 
1 50,000 to 170,000 barrels a day. 
a weekly oil review reported 
today. 

The report by the respected 
Middle East Economic Survey 
came as Iranian Oil Minister 
Gholamreza Aqazadeh arrived 
in Abu Dhabi from Oman on a 
special mission seeking cuts by 
Gulf oil producers. 

The oil review said that after 
reaching an output of over one 
million barrels per day in the first 
half of May, Abu Dhabi was 
implementing a production cut- 
back as of May 1 5. 

Though the precise extent of 
the cut was not yet fully clear, 
initial . indications were that 


production would be reduced oy 
some 1 50,000-1 70,000 barrels 
per day below the level prevailing 
in the first half of the month, the 
oil review said. 

Down 

This would bring Abu Dhabi 
output down from around 1 .03 
-million barrels per day to some- 
where in the 850,000-900,000 
barrels per dayrange, it added. 

The review said that assuming 
that Dubai will continue produc- 
tion at its present level of 400,000 
barrels per day. total output by 
the UAE will then be running at 
around 1 .25-1 .30 million barrels 
per day. This is stfii a long way 
over the official Opec quota of 
948,000 barrels per day. 

After visiting Oman and Abu 
Dhabi Aqazadeh will also visit 


Indonesia for consultations 
ahead of the June 8 ministerial 
council meeting of the 13-mem- 
ber Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

"hie meeting will discuss a 
proposal bynon-Opec producers 
For an all-round 5 per cent 
production cut at a Vienna meet- 
ing last month in a bid to firm up 
the flagging oil market. 

Cooperation 

Iran, an Opec member along 
with Indonesia and the UAE, is a 
Strong supporter of the produc- 
tion cut proposal. The cut is 
opposed by two other Opec 
members, Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

Oman, which is not an Opec 
member, last week reversed a 


decision to cut its production by 
5 per cent and went back to its 
1987 output peak of 600.000 
barrels per day. 

Oil industry sources in M uscat 
said the new level will be main- 
tained until the Opec June meet- 
ing. 

Aqazadeh was quoted by the 
official Emirates news agency 
WAM as saying on arrival at 
Abu Dhabi that Iran “will back 
any framework for just coopera- 
tion" between producers inside 
and outside Opec. 

The Iranian minister said that 
he hoped an agreOTient would be 
reached in Vienna for a 
cooperative production cut with 
Opec and non-Opec nations 
which would boost oil prices to 
the 518 a barrel target set by 


Opec. 

Though WAM did not 
elaborate, it also reported that 
Aqazadeh called on Opec to deal 
with “all proposed solutions” for 
supporting Opec's target price at 
the Vienna meeting. 

Attempts 

The reported statement 
indicated Iran is sobering its 
position after accusing Saudi 
Arabia of deliberately scuttling 
the attempts at the Opec consul- 
tative session last month For an 
accord on the percentage-based 
output. 

Saudi Arabia countered with a 
proposal for a barrel -for- barrel 
cut, arguing that Opec should 
not surrender further market 
share. 


Western nations warn economic dangers stiil lie ahead 


PARIS. May 23, (Reuter): Lead- 
ing non-Communist industrial 
nations, still divided over econ- 
omic and farm policy, warned 
yesterday that the world econ- 
omy faced dangers despite its 
healthy performance since the- 
stock market crash last October. 

Ministers attending the two- 
day annual conference of the 24- 
nation Organisation for Econ- 
omic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) agreed in a final 
communique that huge global 
trade imbalances and high unem- 
ployment in the industrial world 
risked destabilising the economic 
system. 

More seriously, divisions bet- 
ween the United States and 
Europe over key trade issues, 
especially how to tackle multi- 
billion dollar farm subsidies, 
remained unresolved despite a 


compromise which enabled them 
to map out a negotiating 
strategy, officials said. 

On a more positive note, mini- 
sters agreed that international 
cooperation seemed to be achiev- 
ing results and that global infla- 
tion was low. 

“There are encouraging 
features in the current economic 
situation ... (but) there are no 
grounds for complacency.” the 
communique said. 

Risks 

The OECD urged the US to 
reduce its budget deficit further, 
told Japan that it needed to 
maintain its recent expansion 
and prodded Europe to step up 
growth. 

US Treasury Secretary James 
Baker had moved earlier in the 
day to defuse market concerns 
over an over-heating of U S con- 


sumer demand, which many 
economists interpreted as poten- 
tially inflationary. 

“We do not see the risks of 
inflation or overly expansive 
domestic demand,” he told 
reporters here, adding that he felt 
the US economy could make a 
fairly painless transition from a 
consumption-led expansion to 
export-led growth. 

The issue that dominated the 
meeting was the deep transatlan- 
tic rift over the hand-outs paid to 
fanners in the United Stales and 
Europe. 

US Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard Lyng accused Western 
Europe of “economic pollution” 
for dumping its farm surpluses 
on world markets, while 
European officials pointed a fin- 
ger at American subsidies for 
mfik and sugar and said Europe 


could not dismantle farm protec- 
tion on its own. 

The issue, which had 
threatened to wreck the OECD 
meeting, was finally cloaked in a 
compromise formula under 
which both sides agreed to adopt 
a “framework approach” to 
trade negotiations and left dis- 
cussion of substantive issues 
until late<. 

Row 

”The main thing was to avoid 
a needless row or clash which 
would have been a counter- 
productive signal,” EEC Lrade 
commissioner Willy De Oercq 
said as the meeting ended. 

Australian Foreign Minister 
Bill Hayden said the compromise 
“represents a merging of what 
had hitherto been irreconcileable 
differences between the United 
States position — all protection 


out by the year 2000 — and the 
European's position." 

“This means ... we can look 
forward to the prospect of a 
much more constructive out- 
come" to the top-level review of 
global trade talks planned for 
Montreal in December within 
the framework of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and T rade 
(GATT), Hayden said. 

Talks 

De Clercq, asked by reporters 
if either side had made specific 
concessions on the farm issue, 
said ‘no* and added that negotia- 
tions over the next few months 
would be very hard. 

Daniel Amstutz, the chief US 
negotiator to the GATT talks, 
cautiously welcomed the com- 

f iromise formula, saying the 
ramework approach should be 
helpful to later talks. 


Economists see market unease 
continuing till US election 


Saudi cement firm seeks loan 
rescheduling after loss 


LONDON, May 23, (Reuter): 
Last week, it seemed as if dealers 
in financial markets got every- 
thing they have been hoping for 
since the crash of 87. 

They reacted by selling stocks. 

Economists say the glum reac- 
tion to news of a sharp drop in the 
massive US trade deficit, of an 
— 0EGD -forecast -that-the global- 
jBcongngy ..would be more 
huoyantthanit thought, and of 
modest US inflation may reflect 
an uneasi n es s that is likely to 
continue until the US presiden- 
■ tial election in November. 

“The fundamentals are look- 
ing good,” said D. Sykes Wil- 
ford, an economist with Chase 
Manhattan Bank's London 
office. "The economy is growing 
like mad ... the dollar should be 
rising, stocks should be up.” 
Concerns 

But there are other concerns 
still in the background. 

That is why dealers were not 
encouraged by last week's report 
of an unexpectedly sharp drop in 
the US trade deficit, to S9.75 
billion in March after nearly 14 
billion in February, economists 
say. 

The trade deficit, raising fears 
that Americans were spending 
more dollars than the rest of the 
worid wanted to hold, helped set 
off last October's crash. 

“The March US trade figures 
were ‘good’, but the general 
trend is simply not good 
enough,” wrote columnist 
w illiam Keegan in the London 
Sunday Observer. 

“The worry is that kind of 
imbalances which led to last 
October’s crash have not gone 
away," he added. “The US 
strategy is to put off the day of 
reckoning until after the 
presidential election in Novem- 


That election could weigh on 
markets for some time — 


especially since Massachusetts 
Governor Michael Dukakis, the 
front-running candidate for the 
Democratic Party, is ahead of 
likely Republican nominee, 
Vice-President George Bush, in 
the latest opinion polls, said Wil- 
ford, at Chase Manhattan. 

. . Financial markets, tend to 
—prefer Republican presidents, lie- 
noted. Many are worried that 
Dukakis would raise taxes to cut 
the massive US budget deficit 
Higher taxes would slow growth, 
cut company profits and make 
_ owning shares much Jess attrac- 
tive. 

The budget deficit has been a 
big worry on world bond mark- 
ets. 

Traders expect the United 
States will have to keep selling 
huge amounts of bonds — 
basically IOUS — to finance this 
shortfall. 

But they dunk investors will 
balk, unless the interest rates 
paid on those bonds also rise. 

In anticipation of this, dis- 
counts on US government bonds 
rose last week, pushing their 
effective interest rates to the 
highest levels seen yet this year. ‘ 

“All those people who thought 
the US budget deficit was getting 
better have come to the realisa- 
tion that (it) is not true,” said 
Marilyn Schaja, an economist 
with Wall Street giant Donald- 
son Lufkin Jenretie Securities 
Inc. 

Costlier 

In world stock markets, some 
dealers say they are worried that 
governments will push interest 
rates higher to cool inflation. 

Just like higher taxes, costlier 
borrowing would cut business 
profits and slow economic 
growth, dealers fear. 

So they shrugged off the 
Organisation for • Economic 
Cooperation and Development’s 
report last week that it expected 


the American, Japanese and 
West German economies to 
grow more quickly than it first 
forecast after the crash. 

A modest 0.4 per cent rise in 
US consumer prices for April 
should have been good news. 

But dealers say they are

from one bank," said a banker 
involved in the negotiations. 


Saudi-Kuwaiti general man- 
ager Hassan Badr told Reuters 
the company had asked banks to 
stretch out payments on a 450 
million riyal syndicated loan 
(5120 million) signed in June. 
1985. 

Facility 

The loan was divided into a 
350 million ($93 million) term 
facility due to mature in 1992 and 
a 100 million riyal. (S27 million) 
revolving two-year credit io ; be 
repaid on June 1 this year. 

The company, based in the 
kingdom's eastern province, said 
it was able to make the first ins- 
talment of the term loan in June, 
1987, but fell behind on a 47 
million riyal (S12.5 million) 
second instalment in December.

In late 1990. the plant is to begin 
producing 500,000 tons of MTBE per year, ail earmarked for 
export to the United States, Western Europe and Japan. Ven- 
ezuela has no restrictions on using leaded gasoline, and the plan is 
seen as another means of gleaning hard currencies 10 pay ofT the 
country's S29-billion foreign debt. Twenty-two other American 
and European banks arc involved with Manufacturer's Hanover, 
Ltd., in the plant's financing. 

The plant, already under construction in eastern Venezuela, is 
being btu'It by Super Octaoos, C.A.. a joint enterprise in which 
Peqniven — the pctro-chcmical affiliate of Petroteos De Ven- 
ezuela, S.A. (PD VS A) — and Ecofuel — a subsidiary of the 
Italian firm EN1 — each holds 49 per cent interest. Together, they 
will cover the balance of rhe cost of construction.

Iran and seven other Opec members 
supported the planned joint cuts but Saudi Arabia and other Gulf 
producers blocked an agreement. The Iranian national news 
agency Irna said Aqazadeh's tour was aimed at fighting depressed 
oil prices prior to an Opec meeting in Vienna next month. 
Ginanjar proposed last week that Iran's Gulf war rival. Iraq, 
should be brought back into Opec’s production quota system. He 
said it was important that Opec solved the issue of Iraq's quota at 
its next meeting.

NEW DELHI. May 2?: The 
desire of non-resident Indians to 
actively participate in the indus- 
trialisation efforts of India has 
been growing, an analysis has. 
shown, according to Economic 
Times. 

While the investment by non- 
resident Indians in direct invest- 
ments on repatriation basis (in 
the 40 per cent and 24 per cent 
schemes! was just three per cent 
of the total investment during 
1982-83, it was more than nine 
per cent during 1986-87 and cros- 
sed the ten per cent mark in 1987- 
88 . 

Non-residents of Indian 
origin, as well as companies and 
other corporate bodies owned to 
the extent of at least 60 per cent 
by non-residents of Indian 
origin, can invest in new issues of 
new and existing companies — 
other than a FERA company — 
up to 40 per cent of the total 
capital issued and up to 74 per 
cent in any of the priority indus- 
tries — with full benefits of 
repatriation of capital invested 
and income earned thereon. 

When permission for invest- 
ments from non-resident Indians 
was announced in the budget 
speech for 1982-83 the amount 
invested that year in these 


schemes was Rs 59.63 crores. It 
steadily rose to Rs 883.86 crores 
in 1986-87 and crossed the 1000- 
crore mark at Rs 1028.96 crores 
by December 1987. 

Even though the total of the 
investments made by non- 
resident Indians in seven dif- 
ferent schemes has been increas- 
ing and crossed the Rs 10,000 
crore mark by September 1987, 
the rate of growth of investments 
has been declining of late. It was 
about Rs 1970 crores in the initial 
year of the scheme. 

The increase in investment was 
48 percent in 1 985-86 over 1 984-’ 
85, 8 percent in 86-87 over85-86, 
and is likely to be far less in 87-88 
over 86-87. 

Deposits in Indian companies 
seemed to be next most popular 
item with non-resident Indians. 
It was a little less than RslOO 
crores in 85-86 and stood at Rs 
26.40 crores at the end of 1987. 

The major chunk of the invest- 
ments has been in non-resident 
external and foreign currency 
non-resident accounts — from 
which funds can be drawn easily. 

The decline in job opportun- 
ities abroad especially in the Gulf 
countries and availability of 
other more attractive avenues 
has caused the decline.

In Tokyo, concern over rising 
US interest rates sent Tokyo 
stocks lower today, but less jit- ■ ■ 
tery currency dealers held the US 
dollar steady. 

“Despite strong fundamen- 
tals. the Tokyo market has to 
heed what is going on in New 
York. Japanese institutional 
investors are concerned,” said 
deputy general manager Tadaaki 


Uehara of Wako Securities. 

Fz&is of inflation in the United 
States, fanned by continuing 
rises in the Commodity Research 
Bureau Index and expected 
strong revised US first quarter 
Gross National Product figures 
due on Thursday, gave brokers 
little hope that Wail Street would 
break out of its lackluster mood. 

Bearish 

Currency dealers, although 
slightly bearish on the US dollar 
due to the fears of inflation, 
traded the greenback in a tight 
range. 

Buying interest by investment 
trusts supported the dollar psy- 
chologically because they are 
expected to need a large amount 
of dollars for funds established 
this month which will invest In 
US bonds and stocks. 

“The dollar has been hard to 
move, especially against the yen, 
wedged between selling and buy- 
ing interest,” one dealer said. 

Sanction 

The US dollar closed at 124.80 
yen and 1.7008 West German 
marks against 124.82 yen and 
1.6998 West German marks at 
Tokyo's close on Friday. 

The price of silver was also 
fixed at its highest since January, 
at S6.76 an ounce, up nearly 30 
cents from Friday's close. 


But platinum’s morning fix at 
$576.50 an ounce, was the high- 
est since October, when the 
global stock market crash started 
investors worrying about reces- 
sion. instead of inflation. 

And while growing inflation 
fears are boosting platinum, 
dealers said they were worried 
when an official of South 
Africa’s opposition Con- 
servative Party suggested susp- 
ending precious metals ship- • 
meats if tbe ,1JS Congress 
approves any new anti-apartheid 
sanctions. 

South Africa supplies 80 per 
cent of the noa-camunist world's 
platinum and analysts said rising 
racial violence there, is heighten- 
ing concern about those supplies, 
especially after the assignation 
on Sunday of Pieter Jacobs, a 43- 
year-o Id member of the coloured 
chamber of South Africa's 
segregated parliament 

But some analysts say worries 
about supplies are overdone. 

South African Foreign Mini- 
ster Pik Botha has said his coun- 
try will not halt shipments. 

“I cannot see South Africa 
taking any retaliatory steps 
involving strategic metals." said 
Geoff Robson, metals analyst 
for Johnson Matthey Pic, in Lon- 
don.

Kuwait tries to stimulate private sector investment 


This is the third part of the 
article “Focus on new 
development strategy in the 
Gulf.” The first part of the 
article appeared Ir. the Arab 
Times on May 19-20.

In Bahrain, the government 
h.i> played a major role in the 
financing of large-scale Indus- 
trie'.. The government par- 
ticipates in the equity capital of 
large aluminium industries and 
petrochemicals. These projects 
are mostly joint-ventures with 
other GCC governments and 
foreign private companies. The 
government holds the largest 
share in Alba (57.9 per cent). 
Bahrain Atomizers Inter- 
national (51 per cent) and has 
total ownership of the Bahrain 
Aluminium Extrusion Company 
[Balexcol. In Garmco and Gulf 
Petrochemicals Industries, the 
respective capital share of the 
government is 2l> per cent and 
33.3 percent. 

In the other GCC countries, 
the public sector is dominant in 
n.-a’-y industry, and more par- 
ticularly in oil refining, fertil- 
iser-. petrochemicals, iron and 
suvl and ccmenl industries. 

However, in Qatar the first 
non-oil industry, ccmenl. was 
established in the laic 1960s as a 
joint venture between the gover- 
nment and the private sector. 


The Kuwaiti government has 
encouraged the mobilisation of 
private sector investment in 
manufacturing through the 
establishment of mixed sector 
companies, in which the state has 
□ substantial equity participa- 
tion. 

On average, the share of the 
government in the paid-up 
capital of eight public industrial 
shareholding companies accoun- 
ted for 43.3 per cent in 1986. 

Profitable 

There arc many niches in the 
Gulf markets that have not yet 
been filled and where joint ven- 
tures with foreign institutions 
may prove quite profitable. Any 
product or service which fiUs a 
local need (import substitution) 
or can be exported and does not 
require long term subsidies and 
protection to become commer- 
cially viable may be considered. 

Thccomparativeadvaniage of 
the region as a manufacturing 
base lies in the availability of 
cheap energy and the low priced 
local feedstock already produced 
from existing petrochemical 
plants. 

The presence of modern 
infrastructure, the wide-ranging 
industrial incentives and sub- 
sidies as well as the availability of 
capital fundmg comprise added 
advantages. 

There are as well promising 
opportunities for joint venture 
investments in the services sec- 


tors which contribute about a 
third of the region's GDP. 

The region is a big consumer of 
foreign services with roughly one 
fifth of total consumption being 
spent on imported services. 
Operations and maintenance is 
undoubtedly the biggest growth 
area. 

The regional market is 
estimated to be worth more than 
$12 billion a year. Other promis- 
ing opportunities include health 
care, telecommunications, com- 
puters and data processing, tech- 
nology transfer, human resour- 
ces development, marketing, 
research and information and 
general personnel support 
services. 

Investors 

The preferred areas where 
foreign investors are encouraged 
to enter in joint ventures with 
Gulf partners include the follow- 
ing: 

During the past few years 
primary petrochemical indus^- 
tries have come on stream in 
several Gulf countries. Private 
investors in the region are look- 
ing for foreign partners who can 
join them in establishing special- 
ised petrochemical plants 
producing such products as plas- 
tics, pharmaceuticals, cosmetics, 
solvent fertilisers, resins, 
aromatic carbons, naphtha, 
paints, rubber products, nylon 
and polyester fibres, detergents. 


animal feeds and other mis- 
cellaneous products. These 
industries can draw on relatively 
cheap basic and intermediate 
products including those proces- 
sable on an export basis. 

They also enjoy a major com- 
parative advantage available in 
the region, namely the abundant 
and low cost source of energy, 
such as gas and hydrocarbon 
fuels in general. 

Several mineral resources exist 
in economic quantities in Saudi 
Arabia, Oman and UAE. These 
include iron ore. potash, copper, 
phosphate, gold limestone, etc. 

The industries based on these 
mineral resources are character- 
ised as being capital and energy 
intensive. Developing such 
primary industries normally 
creates external economies and 
forward linkages that would ren- 
der investments in derived secon- 
dary product industries more 
profitable. 

Opportunities 

The easiest way to see oppor- 
tunities here is to look at the 
leading brands in the market and 
then see if these can be produced 
locally. There are several succes- 
sful joint ventures in this field, 
examples of which include the 
various dairy plants established 
in the region by joint Danish and 
local companies.

Platinum surges on inflation, supply fears 


LONDON. May 23. I Reuter): 
P!«; tinum prices surged on Mon- 
day lo their highest in seven mon- 
ths on fears of inflation and con- 
tinuing concern aboui the 
reliability of supplies from the 
world'* largest producer. South 
Africa, metals analysts said. 

Platinum was fixed at $576.50 
jn ounce in London, up some 
S24 from the dose on Friday and 
the highest fix since platinum 
bricfly'iopped $600 Iasi October. 

"When the mood is like this, 
nobody is going to sell into the 
rally.” said Rhona O'Connell. 
London precious meiais analyst 
forSiicnrson Lehman Hutton. 


Platinum is employed in 
jewellery and by the car industry 
— where it is used in making 
catalytic conveners which 
reduce poisonous exhaust emis- 
sions. It is also, like gold and 
silver, favoured as an invest- 
ment. 

Supplier 

Concern that South Africa, 
supplier of 80 per cent of the 
West’s platinum, might curb 
exports to the United Slates has 
been a market factor for weeks, 
but new reports reinforced the 
worry. „ . . 

An official of South Africa s 


far-right Conservative Party, 
which recently won a closely- 
watched parliamentary by-elec- 
tion from the ruling National 
Party, said early today that 
Pretoria should suspend 
strategic mineral shipmen is if the 
US Congress approves any new 
anti-apartheid sanctions.

Since its beginning, the oil 
industry has been contributing to 
the development of a large 
associate business sector, and 
many industrial projects could 
emerge to serve this industry. 

The development of selective 
high technological, infrastruc- 
tural and engineering industries 
would make it possible for coun- 
tries of the region .to attain a 
certain degree of technological . 
independence and would help m 
the transfer and assimilation of 
technology. 

Examples of such products 
include, power projects, desalin- 
ation plants.eiectncal inter-con- 
nection projects, air condition- 
ing units, storage systems , 
valves, electrical accessories, 
fighting and beating machines 
and security systems among oth- 
ers.

African- - leaders ■ gather on 
Wednesday for the annual OAU 
summit, held jointly with 
celebrations- to mark the birth Of 
the organisation in 1 963. 

But any toast to achievements^ 
of* unity and solidarity will .be 
tempered by worry over the debt, 
hunger, poverty, drought and 
civil suite that have ravaged 
many African economies. 

Their last summit, six months 
ago, was convened specially to 
find ways of easing Africa's 
S220-bfllion debt burden. 

The extent of the burden was 
underlined today by the current 
OAU . chairman. Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda, who : 
said African nations simply 
could notpay up now and should 
be given until well into the next 
century to 'rebuild their econ- 
omies before having to repay 
their debts. 

Debts 

“African countries should not 
throw in the towel and do noth- 
ing about their debts,” Kaunda 
told the pan- African news 
agency, but “we'must declare in 
very dear terms to the creditors 
that they (African countries) will 
pay give n at least a 20-year grace 
period to recover.” . - 

The OAU decided at last 
December's summit to re-launch 
an initiative first. floated three 
years ago calling for an inter- 
national debt conference at 
which African borrowers would 
benefit from collective bargain- 


ing on measures for debt relief. - 

. So far., however, the call for 
such talks to be held next 
November or December, and to 
discuss an array of concessions 
-sought by the OAU including 
rescheduling of debts for up todO 
' years, has fallen on deaf ears. 

A 12-member ministerial com- 
mittee last March shared out res- 
ponsibility for contacts with 
Western governments, mul- 
tilateral institutions such as the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF),' commercial banks and 
even Latin American borrowers 
to drum up support for debt ren- 
egotiations. 

Strategy 

But IMFofficials continue to 
support the current strategy of 
treating each country's debt 
separately. 

Ttie leader of a European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
ti»wm to Third World aid- and 
trade talks in Mauritius this 
- month endorsed the stand. 

“There appears to be no single 
solution,” Helmut Schaefer, 
minis ter of state at West' Ger- 
many's Foreign Affairs Minis- 
try, said bn May 1 1 after a Lome 
Convention meeting between the 
1 2- nation EEC and 66 African, 
Caribbean and Pacific Countries. 
They have to be different from 
country to country, I think.” 

Landers 

Creditors have launched 
several initiatives in the past year 
to help defuse Africa's debt 
crisis, which results largely from 
depressed world prices for the 
continent’s oil, farm and metal 
exports.

California firm

How to tell seals from 
sealions 

Many varieties of seals 
live beyond the Arctic Cir- 
cle. AJU these animals have 
short necks and no exter- 
nal ears. It is this latter 
feature that distinguishes 
true seals from sealions 
which have prominent 
■ears. 

Seals range in size from 
the tittle fresh-water seal of 
Siberia, about one metre 
long, to the enormous sea 
elephant of the subantarc- 
tic regions, which can grow 
to 6 metres in length. 

The most common type 
of seal, however, grows to 
a length of just over 2 
metres. Its fur is brown or 
yellowish with dark pat- 
ches. The seal's hind legs 
are part of its tail and can- 
not be used for walking. 
For this reason it moves by 
lunging its body along in a 
clumsy manner when on 
land. 

On the ice the animal is 
not so awkward and it 
slides along for considera- 
ble distances. But the seal’s 
true element is the sea for 
this anim al is an extremely 
skilful swimmer and dives 
at the slightest sign of dan- 
ger* 

How turtles swim 

It seems impossible that 
tortoises that move in such 
a slow, cumbersome man- 
ner should have relatives* 
that swim fast through the 
ocean. Turtles, which very 
closely resemble tortoises, 
are sometimes as quick as 
fish in moving through the

water, despite their heavy 
shell. 

These turtles can weigh 
up to 250 kilogrammes but 
they have adapted wonder- 
fully to aquatic life. 
Through living in the sea 
for millions of years, their 
bodies have become 
streamlined and their paws 
have turned into flippers. 
Turtles come ashore only 
to lay their eggs. They drag 
themselves on to deserted 
beaches where they dig 
holes for their eggs. 

Their home is the sea 
and that is where they find 
their food . T urtles eat meat 
or plants according to their 
species. The meat of the 
turtle itself is regarded as a 
delicacy, especially the 
green turtle of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans. 

The scientific name of 
turtles is Chelonia and they 
belong to the reptile class. 


How the salmon passes 
waterfalls 

The salmon lives near 
the coast-line in the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Oceans in 
the northern hemisphere. 
In the month of June it 
leaves the ocean and swims 
up the river to the place 
where it was bora. The sal- 
mon looks for fresh water 
with plenty of oxygen in it. 
Nobody knows what 
makes the fish undergo 
such tremendous difficul- 
ties to complete its jour- 
ney, but the salmon goes 
on and many of them die 
before their journey’s end. 

In its journey upstream 
the salmon has to get past 
waterfalls. It does this by 
leaping out of the water, 
bending itself almost dou- 
ble to do so. Many salmon 
die of sheer exhaustion 
while others are caught 
and devoured by such 


animals as bears. 

When the fish has finally 
reached the fresh, clear 
waters of its destination, 
the female digs a pit in the 
stream gravel into which 
she lays her eggs. Themale 
immediately fertilises 
them and the female covers 
them with gravel. The 
Pacific salmon dies soon 
after spawning, but many 
Atlantic salmon return to 
the sea and may spawn 
again. Most spawning 
takes place in the late sum- 
mer, the young are born 
about two or three months 
later and swim to the sea 
after about two years. 

How the condor become a 
symbol of freedom 

There is an old tradition 
among the I ndians of Lake 
Titicaca that dates back to 
the Spanish conquest of 
South America. It con- 
cerns the fight between a 
condor and a bull. The 
condor was the emblem of 
the Indians while the bull 
represented the Spanish 
conquerors. According to 
the story' the condor was 
put into a sack with only its 
neck and head left free and 
the sack was then tied to 
the back of the bull. The 
condor began to peck 
savagely at the bull’s head 
so that die bull leapt about 
madly to get rid of its 
attacker. 

The battle ended in vic- 
tory for the condor to the 
applause of the Indians 
who saw in this duel a way 
of showing their dislike of 
their conquerors.

Benfica and PSV set for Cup final 


STUTTGART, West Germany, 
May 23, (Reuter): Despite the 
absence of Benfica's ins- 
pirational captain Diamantino, 
a night of enterprising soccer 
remains in prospect on Wednes- 
day when the Portuguese cham- 
pions meet PSV Eindhoven in the 
European Cup final. 

Midfield mainspring Diaman- 
tino was carried off with lorn 
knee ligaments on Saturday dur- 
ing Benfica’s 3-0 win over 
Guiroaraes and was immediately 
ruled out of the club's first 
appearance in a Champions' 
Cup final for 20 years. 

Possess 

Though he will be sorely mis- 
sed, both Benfica and PSV pos- 
sess enough other players of out- 
standing talent lo offer the pros- 
pect of a final worthy of follow- 
ing Porto's exhilarating triumph 
over Bayern Munich. 

The Portuguese victory in 
Vienna last year helped to fuel 
the ambitions of Benfica whose 
last appearance at the summit of 
the European club game came in 


1968 when they were beaten 4-1 
after extra time by England's 
Manchester United. 

The football that night was a 
glorious testimony to the atlack- 
,ing instincts of two teams renow- 
ned for their flair and panache 
and few neutrals will watch Wed- 
nesday's final without recalling 
Benfica's stirring achievements 
of the past. 

Winners of the trophy in 1 96 1 . 
Benfica reached the final again in 
1962 when they overcame Real 
Madrid 5-3, with Eusebio scor- 
ing twice in one of the most 
famous of all Champions* Cup 
finals. 

Eusebio, now an assistant 
coach at the club with whom his 
name is synonymous, believes 
the current Benfica team is 
excellent and well capable of 
keeping the European Cup in 
Portugal. 

His confidence may be well- 
placed, as Benfica, with such 
seasoned Portuguese inter- 
nationals as Alvaro MagaJhaes 
and Antonio Pacheco augmen- 


ted by a host of Brazilians, have 
tradition and experience on iheir 
side. 

Bui PSV. appearing in the final 
of Europe’s premier club tour- 
nament for the first lime, should 
not be under-valued. 

While Benfica have had lo 
concede ihe Portuguese title this 
season to Porto, PSV have 
retained theirs for Ihe third suc- 
cessive year with such a swagger 
most of their rivals had conceded 
defeat long before the end of the 
season. 

Captured 

The small Eindhoven dub, 
backed by the enormous wealth 
of electrical giants Philips, fini- 
shed nine points clear of runners- 
up to Ajax Amsterdam, losing 
only two of 34 League matches 
and scoring more than 100 goals. 
They also won the Dutch Cup on 
May 1 2 — their last competitive 
outing — when they beat Roda 
JC 3-2 after extra time. 

Not since the heyday of Ajax 
and Johan Cruyff in the 1970s 
have a Dutch team captured so 


much attention with the quality 
of their football. 

In Dutch international libero 
Ronald Koeman. Danish work- 
horse Soren Lerby and his mid- 
field colleague Gerald Vanen- 
berg, PSV have three players of 
the highest class whose skills per- 
fectly harmonise within the 
team. 

“Ajax's great sidesof the ] 970s 
relied too much on Cruyff," said 
PSV coach Guiis Hiddink. “Now 
PSV have players who can come 
forward to attack from every side 
of the pitch.” 

Hiddink's comment did little 
to disguise bis admiration for 
inventive teamwork or his 
pleasure in seeing PSV emerge 
stronger this season after the sale 
of European Player of the Year 
Rudd Gullit to AC Milan of 
Italy. 

"We have a new generation of 
Dutch players at club and 
national level who can achieve 
more than the 1970s because the 
teams ha ve strength in depth," he 
added. 


Like their predecessors. PSV 
not only have ihe skill but also 
the temperament for the big 
occasion - a quality they have 
already shown by eliminating 
Bordeaux and Real Madrid on 
away goals in successive rounds 
to reach the final. 

That quality, a blend of rugged 
determination and cold tactical 
acumen, could prove to be their 
most dangerous weapon against 
the technically brilliant, instinc- 
tive, but perhaps less durable, 
Portuguese. 

Aggregate 

Against the Danes of Aarhus. 
Benfica scrapped throughonly 1- 
0 aggregate in the second round 
after a~ first round walkover 
against Parlizan Tirana of 
Albania. 

They reached the final with 
further victoriels over Anderle- 
cht (2-1 on aggregate) and I9S6 
winners Steaua Bucharest (2-0). 

PSV beat Galatasary (3-2). 
Rapid Vienna (4-1), Bordeaux 
(1-1) and Real Madrid (1-1) to 
earn their place in the final. 


Warwickshire score rare one-day win 


LONDON, Mav 23, (Reuter): A

Graf and Agassi cruise into second round 


England seek 
to improve 
strike rate 


PARIS. May 23, (Reuter): StefTi 
Graf began her defence of the 
French Open title with an 
untypically distracted display on 
the opening morning of the 
championships today. 

The teenage champion, win- 
ner of the Australian Open at 
Flinders Park. Melbourne, last 
January, beat France's Natalie 
Guerree 6-0 6-4 but gave the 
impression she would rather 
have spent the time elsewhere. 

Bidding to become the first 
woman since Margaret Court in 
1 970 locomplete theGrand Slam 
of ail four major championships, 
Graf threatened to blast Guerree . 
of the centre court at Roland 
Garros in an lS-minule first sei 
which wasa statistician's delight. 

Savage 

The West German launched 
the championships by surrender- 
ing a mere 1 1 points — three on 
serve — in the six games as 
Guerree. ranked 232nd in the 
world, struggled to cope with the 
title holder's savage forehand. 

But at 2-0 and 40-15 in the 
second set. Graf became alar- 
mingly careless as if she was 
already planning her afternoon 
in the sun by ihe'River Seine. 

“It had been very easy up to 
that point," said Graf. “Then 1 
took a volley at the net when the 
ball had been going out and that 


completely threw me. I was rush- 
ing too much, tried too hard to 
make every shot a winner and 
just took too many risks.” 

Andre Agassi's return to 
Roland Garros attracted a large 
audience to the centre court 
where the ninth seed outclassed 
Italian number one Paolo Cane 
6-46-1 6-2. 

The combination of warm, 
hazy sunshine and the 1 988 Paris 
debut of the 18-year-old 
American brought out the rich 
and famous and there was stand- 
ing room only in the players’ box. 
further evidence of Agassi's 
growing standing in the game. 

Hana MandJikova, once of 
Czechoslovakia now of Aus- 
tralia who was champion here in 
1981 as an exciting 1 9- year-old 

began her campaign with smooth 

6-2 6-1 win over her new com- 
patriot Elizabeth Minter. 

But even Agassi had to bow to 
the magical appeal of John 
McEnroe, a straight sets winner 
over unpredictable Russian 
Alexander Volkov. 

The old master left Roland 
Garros in disgrace 12 months 
ago after losing to Argentine 
Horacio de la Pena on the centre 
court in the first round. 

With Peter Fleming offering 
encouragement from the front 
row of the grandstand in his mul-

tiple-role of assistant -coach, 
manager and unpaid nanny, 
McEnroe was in mellow mood, ' 
winning 7-6 6-1 7-6 on the bullr- 
ing-shaped number one court. 

Still viewed as the world's 
greatest living tennis player by 
some, McEnroe had been 
scheduled to appear on the centre 
court, but allowed Agassi that 
privilege in the hope of a quiet life 
away from the 16,500 capacity 
showpiece arena. 

McEnroe's switch was in vain. 
They were even sitting in the 


aisles in the press box .... and that 
during the famous Roland 
Garros lunch which includes 
unlimited free beaujolais.
